This season will see the Atlantic 
service of tbe Canadian Pacific aug 
men led by tbe addition of two new 
steamers. Tbeso two vessels will be 
of the one class cabin type, which are 
brooming ho popular. Barclay Curie 
fc Company, of Glasgow, secured tbe 
contract for the building of the ships 
some months ago, and tho construc¬ 
tion is well under way. They are be¬ 
ing specially constructed for tbe At¬ 
lantic service and will contain every 
possible convenience for the comfort 
of passengers. They will be of the 
"one class" type, with passenger ac¬ 
commodation for r>20 second, and 1,- 
200 third class. These new vessels 
have been named tbe "MiHsanbi” and 
the "Metagama.” Their length wiU be 
of 526 feet, .greatest breadth 64 feet, 
while the breadth of tho passenger 
deck will be 41 feet. Each vessel will 
have a^dead ^weight capacity of 7,950 
Lonsrwhh an approximate cargo cap¬ 
acity for G.000 ton*: The famous 

cruiser stern, which Is the feature 
of the new Empresu recently placed oj 
tbe Puclflc coast Is being introduced 
and tho new shi >u will also have six 
complete stoel decks. ]u order to en¬ 
sure safety the lulls are to be sub¬ 
divided by watertight doors and bulk¬ 
heads, so as^to be Capable of floating 
when three’ compartments are open. 
These water-tight bulkheads and 
doors will be automatically controlled 
from the biidge. The speed of each 
vessel will be 16 knots, with a 
draught of 27.5. As for the Interior 
of the vessels, each second-class state 
room will bo fitted with a wardrobe 
and chest of drawers, folding lavatory 
with mirror, .-.nd other conveniences.

Sir Thomas Olive* professor in tho 
•Durham College of Medicine, comes 
out strongly In favor of compulsory 
training for all young men. The 
value of athleticism, he believes, is 
over-rat«l in a large number of In¬ 
stances.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

'TpHE sole head of a family, or any 
4- male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands fnot sub agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land- in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
S3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re 

a uired to earn homestead patent) and 
3 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homeetender who has exhausted hia 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchaaed 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
$3 par acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 8300.

Lighthouse Bird Perches 
Bird perches on lighthouses will 
soon be put to the test as a device for 
saving the lives ol hundreds of {>lrda 
who, in the ordinary way, would per¬ 
ish on striking _ the lenses of the 
powerful lights during their flights 
to England for the summer. Recent 
observations has led to the belief 
that the birds are not killed as a rule 
dashing against the light, but by 
Bheer weariness. -'-The lighthouses 
probably isturb the instinct of the 
birds for direction. If' the flight is 
made in one dash they keep the sense 
of direction intact. It they stop and 
circle uround the light they become 
temporarily dazed.

Farming or Vancouver Island 

It has been said that agriculture is 
declining in British .Columbia, the 
statement be.ng based on linked ob¬ 
servation. Live statistics for the 
past year chow a slight decrease 'n 
dairying. This is largely owing to 
tlie fact of the acquisition of farming 
lands contiguous tS cities for sub¬ 
division and residential purposes thus 
putting ou* of business many farms 
that used to supply the cities of Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver, with dairy and 
oilier farm products. There has, 
however, been a considerable increase 
iu dairying in the outlying districts 
and it will only be u very short time 
before this logs is made up by dis¬ 
tricts further away from our contres 
of population. 

Mr. VV. T. Scqtt, deputy commis¬ 
sioner of agriculture U\r the province 
has forwarded a report on the agricul¬ 
tural progress of Vancouver Island to 
the Victoria board of trade. In it he 
states that poultry raising is increas¬ 
ing by leaps and bounds. There are 
many people engaged in this profit¬ 
able’ phase ol farming, and making 
very good returns The southern part 
I of Vancouver Island undoubtedly is 
destined to become the Petaluma of 
British Columbia. There are very 
few countries in the world, and cer¬ 
tainly none in our Dominion of Can¬ 
ada, which offer such good prospect3 
for successful poultry raising as Van¬ 
couver Island. 

. Many farmers on Vancouver Island 
keep a small flock of sheep on their 
jplaces, but there is room for a large 
'development. The profits to be real¬ 
ized from 3l)pep are probably greater 
‘ in proportion to the amount of capi¬ 
tal invested Ilian any other line of the 
live stock industry.

The Canadian Government to Build 
the World's Largest Telescope at a 
Cost of $100,000. the 8um Rep-e- 
senting a Notable Contribution to 
Pure, Science. 

The Canadian government will soon 
posses, a more powerful reflector tele¬ 
scope than any now In existence. It 
has been referred to in the news¬ 
papers as "tile largest telescope in the 
world,” but this description is mis¬ 
leading for two reasons: First, be¬ 
cause its aperature, 72 Inches, is to 
be tbe same as that of the famous 
\ ParsonBtown reflector, built by Lard 
Kosse in 1842; and second, because 
by the time the Canadian instrument 
is completed it now s .-eins likely lhaC 
the 100 inch reflector which lias long 

g idev construction for the 
Vilson'-Solar Observatory /till 
ready for use. The Canadian 
3 will, ^however, be a much 
ficient instrument ’.han Lord 
nun ms ». Not only will the mirror be 
much superior, but the mounting will 
enable the telescope to be worked to 
the full advantage. The Prfsonstown 
reflector has an altazimuth, not an 
equatorial, mounting, and is operated 
under such difficulties that compara¬ 
tively little yre has ever been made 
of it. 

(Contracts for the new- telescope 
have just beep awarded to J- Bras- 
hear for the mirrors and other optical 
parts, and to Warner and Swasey for 
the mounting. The disk for the prin¬ 
cipal mirror will be made by tile Sr. 
Uobald glass works, in Paris, but all 
the grinding and figuring will be done 
In the Uuited States. The total cost 
will be nearly $100,000. inasmuch as 
the instrument Is Intended primarily 
and notoriously for work of no im¬ 
mediate practical beehflt. viz., the 
spectographlc measurement, of radial 
stellar velocities, this sum represents 
a very notable contribution to pure 
science on tbe part of a government. 

The telescope will have a parabolic 
mirror of 72 inches clear aperture 
and 30 feet local length, with' a cen¬ 
tral hole ten inches in diameter. The 
mount tag is to be similar to that of 
the Ant: Arb-.'- awl Melbourne reflect¬ 
ors, with a sketrloo tube at one Bide 
and neatly midway between the bear¬ 
ings of the long polar axis, the bal¬ 
ance being restored by the declinaton 
motion mechanicism and by counter¬ 
weights at the other side. Both polar 
and declination axes will be carried 
entirely on ball or roller bearings of 
collimating and a complicated sys¬ 
tem of counterwelghted rollers for re¬ 
lieving the friction. The construction 
will also be- simplified in other re¬ 
spects, e.g.. all fine circles will be 
omitted as will the slow motion arm 
in right ascension. It is character¬ 
istic of twentieth century technique 
in astronomy that, although the new 
telescope wllj have a full set of ocul¬ 
ars for visual observation, no pro¬ 
gram of visual work Is contemplated. 
Nowadays the camera takes the place 
of the human retina. The main pur¬ 
pose of the instrument will he the 
measurement oAmotion ia the line t>f 
sight ofesta s fainter than the fifth 
magnitude; a task beyond the light¬ 
gathering power of nearly all existing 
telescopes. For such work the tele¬ 
scope will generally he used In the 
Cassegrain form; the light*from the 
main mirror converging toward a 
focus, will be received by a second 
hyperboloidal mirror of about 19 
Wohes anerture and 10 feet focus, 
placed about 23 feet above the main 
mirror. The light passes thence 
down through th ■ hole in the main 
mirror, and the star images are form¬ 
ed about three feet below the latter.

WOULD DECIMALIZE TIME 


Frenchman Propose* 20 Hours and 
1,000 Chrones for Day 

A suggestion is made in the current 
Revue Bleue Tor the purpose of bring¬ 
ing the chronological system into llnq 
with the decimalization of money, 
weights and distance. 

This new proposal involves the di¬ 
vision of the day into twsnty periods, 
called bores, instead of twenty-four 
hours, each hore being similarly di¬ 
vided . into fifty periods, called 
chrones, each chrone—about one and 
a half minutes—being the thousandth 
part of a day—ae the gram and the 
meter are the thousandth part, re¬ 
spectively, of the kilogram and kilo¬ 
meter. The chrones are further sub¬ 
divided into centichrones, the equiva¬ 
lent of a second. *" 

The deviser of the plan asserts 
that the new system wvmld facillftate 
marine observations, besides simply- 
fylng calculations of time generally. 
The French government, however, 
shows no inclination to adopt the 
idea. 


Dyed'Shoes Are Dangerous 

If you dye your brown boots black 
you may have to spend more money 
than if you bought a dozen pairs of 
new boots. In many of these dyes 
are aniline > colors, which are easily 
absorbed by thfr- open pores of the 
feet, and the result may be a very 
severe type ^of blood poisoning. 

The latest case reported is that of 
a perfectly healthy young man who 
wore a pair of brown slues that had 
just been dyed black and were not yet 
dry. In two hours he became livid, 
tbe lips bluish, the cars purple, the 
nostrils retracted, the skin chilly ar.d 
the pulse 120 and weak. 

'•-The doctors were puzzled until they 
saw the newly blacked shoes in a cor¬ 
ner of tbe room where the young man 
had flung them In his :_gony. After 
treatment the young man recovered, 
but he wanted nd more of the shoes. 

In another case a young man put 
on- a pair of shoes dyed in tbe same 
way, and. putting on no socks.-mount- 
ed his bicycle. In fifteen minutes he 
was seized with naus<% and fell faint¬ 
ing from his wheel. He was seriously 
111 for three days. , 

The usual dye made for this pur¬ 
pose Is aniline black in aniline oil, 
which is quickly absorbed by the 
pores of the feet so constantly open. 
Tbe moisture of the feet aids also in 
dissolving the dye that has passed 
through t|;e leather, making it easy| 
for the dye to reach the feet In a sol-! 
iible state. 


SMOKE ‘NUISANCE 


Railways te be Asked by« Board to 
‘ Abate Trouble 
The railway commission will ask 
the railway officials to speak to the 
question of requiring further and ad¬ 
ditional smoke consuming devices 
and the amplification of existing dr- 
ders ..with a view to abating the 
smoke nuisance at terminals. 

About two years ago the board 
passed an order compelling railways 
to do all in their power to avoid the 
smoke nuisance.- The order required 
them to burn proper coal on thelr 
locomotives, and and also to have 
smoke consuming devices equipped 
ill the round houses. Lately the 
board has received several com¬ 
plaints and as a result has decided 
to hear what the officials of the 
roads have.to say.against the board 
passing a more stringent order.

In our last issue we bad mi 
article on the necessity of persist¬ 
ing in having the alleys and yards 
kept in a state of oleanlibets, and 
since its appearance we have re¬ 
ceived many favourable comments 
on the idea. There is a proportion 
of the population of this town who 
are perfectly willing to see to it 
that as far as their own ground is 
oonoerned, cleanliness shall be ob 
served. But their efforts are of. 
little use if. on the other hand, 
there are oareless neighbors whose 
regard for oleaolioess, and inoiden 
tally, the public health is lax. But 
the question must be kept afier if 
any good at all is to result, and we 
would call upon all private towns 
people to do all in their power to 
briug about the idea of a e’eaner 
town. 

In connection with this subject 
we copy the following from a gov¬ 
ernment publication, which deals 
with the same topic. 

‘'Duriug the long winter months 
there accumulates somewhere 
about the house waste materia 
whioh shou'd have bem disposed 
of day by day, for we could destroy 
much more than we do in our fur¬ 
naces or in the kitchen stoves. 

“It is the accumulation of this 
lle'erogeneons litter in our homes 
and in the yards and lanes, this 
careless handling of domestic 
was'e whioh is the oause of the 
new fad of ‘cleaa-up week’, a gene¬ 
ral action on the part of all oitizens 
whioh is all right 4n its way, and 
produces good results. But reader, 
have you learned the lesson whilst 
gathering together these belated 
boxes and barrels of refuse? The 
lesson is: When clean, stay clean. 
To tidy up your back yard once a 
year is as bad as giving your body 
a yearly bath. As you require to 
wash yourself daily, so it ia essen¬ 
tial that each citizen should oare 
for the domestic refuse, and pre¬ 
vent its accumulation hpon his 
premises. What cannot be burned 
in the kitchen stove should be re¬ 
moved by the health au|korities, 
and if your town or citfnas not a 
properly operated municipal refuse 
oolleotion system, then it is your 
duty as a ratepayer to insist upon 
one being installed forthwith. 

“If the good work done by yon 
does not prooeed henoeforth with 
regularity and system, then your 
clean-up week will have been a 
failure. The question for each 
of us is: Will you assist in making 
it impossible for anyone to suggest 
that olean-up week is a necessity ?” 

There is not the least donbt as 
to the necessity oi Vulcan being a 
cleaner town than it is today, and 
if this artiole catohes the eye of 
| any of our councillors, we hope for 
good rtsnlts.

If the heat is con¬

Few farmers seem to realize 
these facts, and consequently very 
few make any effort to insure in¬ 
fertility. The impression prevails 
among many, that the presence of 
the male bird in the flock is 
essential to the production of a 
maximum number of eggs. This 
assumption has been proven, time 
and time again, to be absolutely 
without foundation.! 

Farmers and others selling eggs 
for market are recommended to 
kill off or dispose of the male birds 
after the breeding season. As a 
result of their remaining with the 
flock after Jhne 1st, Canadian 
farmers lose each year at least a 
million dollars, through the pres¬ 
ence of partially incubated eggs in 
the produce which is marketed. 
The fact that the best trade in 
many cities in Canada now offers 
the premium of from one to five - 
cents per dozen, for non-fertilized 
eggs, suggests an additional 
financial consideration which but 
few can afford to overlook.

Re¬ 
insurance business was done at 
that time at the rate or two 
guineas per cent, which showed 
how wholly- Lloyd's disbeliA'xl 
the report. As it became ceruPn 
that the news was true, the rirte 
for reinsurance rose to fifty 
guineas per ^ent, and then as the 
final confirmation arrived the ship 
became uninsnrable. The closing 
price for reinsurance on the 
Storstad was sixty guineas per 
cent. Reinsurance on this vessel 
also became impossible shortly 
afterwards. 


Contrary to whai might be ex 
pected, the collier S’orstad, with 
her 10,000 tons of coal under 
hatches, had the right-of-away over 
the Empress with 1,500 souls ou 
board. 

That is. of course, if the state¬ 
ment of the S'oratad people 
is established. In the particular 
npoh which the right-of-way bung 
in the sti’empnt has not jet bien 
challenged.

“The vessels sight*d each other 
when far ahead The Empress of 
Ireland was seen off the port bow 
of the Storstad.

[ balance of 83 per cent left with the 
underwriters. The October loan 
tor $15,000,000 was subscribed fey 
the public to the extent of 43 per 
cent.

The Mexican delegates an¬ 
nounced, Tuesday, that Huerta ia 
prepared to withdraw from the 
government providing that at the 
time of his withdrawal Mexico 
shall be politically pacified and 
the government sqpbeeding him 
shall be such as to count on the 
acquiscence of the governed and 
the supp ort of public opin ion. 

The Aqnitania, the new liner of 
the Canard company, aod the 
largest ship afloat under the 
British flag, arrived at New York’ 
on her maiden voyage early on 
June 5th. With her sister ships, 
the Mauretania and the Lusitania, 
the new vessel will operate be¬ 
tween Liverpool and New York. 
The Aquitanio made good time 
down the Long Island coast after 
passing the danger of ioe fields 
that held dowu her speed as 23.32 
knots an hour The Aqnitania is 
second in size to the Vaterland, 
the largest ship in the world. 
Her tonnage ia 47.000 and she can 
acoomodate 5,000 passengers.
